CHINA AT THE 
CROSSROADS 


China owes it to herself to 
avoid the grave conflict that 
lcoms so perilously near. It 
would be nothing short of 
tragedy, unforgivable in those 
primarily responsible, for the 
fruits of China’s hard-won vic- 
tory to be wantonly sacrificed 
and dissipated in civil war. 
Given the stern will to go for- 
ward, a period of undivided 
peace In which to accomplish it, 
and the necessary energy and 
persistence In political and eco- 
nomic reconstruction, and 
China must emerge from the 
grim struggle of the last cigh: 
years as the dominant Power in 
Aaja, at Inst taking her proper 
place in the comity of nationa. 
Never was her opportunity 
wrenter. Never was there a 
greater will among her friends 
overacns to contribute all that 
lies within their power to guide 
her over the transition phase, 
Unfortunately, also, never was 
the danger more acute than it 
Is now, of China drifting {into 
the humiliation of internecine 
strife, with all that that In. 
volves, including the jeopardis- 
ing of her international posi- 
tion. The fighting that has al- 
ready occurred js of no_ parti- 
cular consequence. It is not 
yet too late to repair the dam- 
age already done. If there ig 
the will, a way can be found. 
Admittedly the situation is ane 
louded with so many complexi- 
ties that there is no easy road 
to a solution. The easiest way 
is also the most fatal way, that 
in to say, to fight it out. It is 
the hard way to which China's 
lenders must devote their atten- 
lion, no matter how formidable 
the obstacles may at firat sight 
appear, It calls, perhaps, for 
an entirely new approach, both 
by the Communists and the 
« tenment, for insofar as the 
China’s future is concorn- 
both are to-day in a: false 
poition, Particularly so Is 
thie true of the Communists, 
Tn China's victory they have 
contributed. In some of the 
accas under their control, they 
have accomplished: much that is 
lasting and good, beneficial to» 
united China. But were there 
a third party in China, claim- 
ing the same privileges as they 
have insisted upon, virtual auto- 
nomy as against central ad- 
ministration, the maintenance 
of “private” armies, and the 
like, Mr. Chou En-lai and others 
would be the first to speak in 
condemnation. On‘ the other 
hand, they may fairly assert 
thot they are merely being 
realistic towards the existing 
political situation, being, at the 
samo time, gifted with long 
memories. Their stand, in 
short, they would gay, is dic- 
tated to a large extent by the 
fact that China still maintains 
a one-party government with 
bureaucratic control, If ne-

It was pointed out that Hong 
Kong’s position muat be viewed 
entirely afresh, now that the

the pre-war boom.

Not that each 
confidence, but “a slow start is 
better than a wrong start” 
sums up the attitude, 

“Of course, we shall require 
assistance from the Govern- 
ment to help ue on our feet 
again before we can make any 
substantial contribution to the 
common goal,” sald another 
merchant.

“Most believe they can be 
tackled only by Indians, backed 
by the enthusiastic support of 
Indians and working through 
inatitutlons suited to [ndian 
geniua, 

“If we are golng to produce 
our play, we first of ull must set 
the political stage for it suit- 
ably, 

“We have to start first with 
the granting of — self-gevern- 
ment. This may take some 
time. No comparable task of 
constitution making in Canada, 
Australia or South Africa has 
been casy or short. 

NO ROLES 

“Must we therefore put aside 
indefinitely any attempt — to 
tackle the economic job? if 
think not. There jis = much 
spadework that could be done, 
even under the present form of 
government. 

“By hypothesis such govern- 
ment would have support and 
might be noble to go a long way 
towards needed economic and 
social reform.” 

He expressed the belief that 
if representatives of British In- 
dia could evolve a scheme for 
union of India there would be 
little difficulty in fitting the In- 
dian States into the picture. 

He added: “The conflict be- 
tween Hindus and Moslems {s a 
fundamental economic struggle 
for power. The trouble is that 
no rules {have been formed to 
which both parties will agree. 

“It is al formidable task which 
Hea befor the Constituent As- 
sembly, ne of two decisions 
must come\out of it—a plan of 
Indian union, Hindu union or a 
plan of n divided India, 

SACRIFICE NECESSARY 

“To get union the majority 
will obviously have to sacrific a 
good deal, Obviously they can- 
not get both union and Hindu 
domination. They have got to 
decide which meang most to 
them. 

“Minorities will agree to 
union only if the demands of 
the Indian people and other 
parts of Asin for economic ¢e- 
curity, and freedom are met. 

“One of the crimes Britain 
has committed, not only against 
the people of India but against 
the people of the whole world, 
in that she has tried -to keep 
India igolated from the rest of 
the world. Let us not continue 
to play that game.” 

He described the present 
leaders of tho British Labour 
Party as being “unimaginative 
and imperialistic-rninded and 
as being unwilling to live up to 
their pledges.—Reuter.
